about American short-wave 
broadcasting. At present five or 
six stations, two connected with 
the leading networks of the coun- 
try, conduct daily broadcasts to 
foreign countries in all languages. 
These programs include news, in- 
terpretations of news, and com- 
ment. They are Wirected to 
South America and to Europe. 
They are bound to represent, in 
the minds of the listeners, wheth- 
er the listeners are in England, 
France, Brazil, or Norway, the. 
American foreign policy and the. 
official opinion. 

They are also the most effec- 
of having America | 
heard abroad. They are a pow-| 
erful weapon for influencing the | 
course of events; they are a pow- 
erful instrument in the psycholog- | 
ical warfare which is going on be- | 
tween democracy and its enemies. | 

Yet, these broadcasts are con-| 
ducted by private networks, they | 
are conducted without any defined | 
policy, or without any common | 
interests. Being without an offi-| 
cial policy, the policies are actual- | 

made from program to pro-| 


Be by the section chiefs of the | 


networks—by the men in charge | 
of the divisions concerned with | 
short-wave broadcasting, who thus | 
determine what the rest of the| 
world hears on the air from the 
United States. 

Unfair Situation. 


These section chiefs are, I am |} 


sure, able and conscientious men, | 
nor have I the slightest doubt that | 
the networks are vividly anxious | 
to further American interests, and | 
to use the short-wave facilities in 
the most constructive possible | 
way. It is unfair to the networks, 
unfair to the men who, without 
official guidance, are called upon | 
to make extremely important po-| 
litical decisions, and unfair to the | 
foreign listeners and to the Amer- 
ican public. 

Day in and day out the United 
States is being attacked by the 
short-wave broadcasts from Ber-| 
lin, Rome and other points in a| 
determined effort to influence | 
opinion here and throughout the | 
world. The German and Italian’ 
broadcasts are constantly heard, | 
here and in South America. 

Are these propaganda broad- 
casts answered by us? How? Are’ 
the networks, and the individual 
section chiefs in charge of short- 
wave programs empowered tc an- 
swer this propaganda with a 
counter-propaganda? The official 
network policy is not to answer 
them—to ignore them—but this 1s 
a policy adopted by the networks 
themselves. 

Private Censorship. 

And, in the nature of things, 
this policy cannot be wholly ad-| 
hered to, even if it it were de-| 
sirable to do so. For the mere se-) 
lection of news, let alone the in-| 
terpretation, constitutes an indi- 
rect propaganda. All scripts have 
to be submitted to the blue pen-| 
cil of the networks—a blue pen-| 
cil wielded by the section chiefs—| 
and thus the private networks be- 
come the promoters and.,,.censors | 
of what does or does not go out | 
over the ether from these shores. | 

There is, inevitably, some con-— 
flict between the business mind| 
and any larger political policy. | 
Short-wave programs have been, 
and as far as I know, still are,| 
sponsored by American corpora- 
tions, so that news and comment 
on them, is heard in South Amer- 
ica through the courtesy of fruit, 
or oil, or fountain pens, or what 
not. The sponsor inevitably has 
his own interests to preserve, and 
our South American friends must} 
inevitably obtain the impression 
that commercial pressures and po-|

But the problem needs thinking 
through. What is at stake is a good 
deal more than the private inter- 
ests of the broadcasting com- 
panies. They ought, if they were 
wise, to ask the government to re- | 


\lieve them of this responsibility. | 


The government ought to set up| 
an organization under the State. 
Department, with proper safe- | 
guards against partisan politics, | 
and take over shortwave, establish |

There is a different problem in- |

| We are in a war of nerves, and a/|

Common Sense 

Secretary of War Stimson, in his speech of 
Tuesday, voiced that straight forward, common 
sense approach to the facts of a situation which 
has always brought full response from the 
American people. 

He put into words that the entire nation 
heard, the simple logic of today’s war emer- 
gency which the vast majority of the people of 
the United States have realized for weeks. If, 
by his words, the administration leaders and 
the members of congress at Washington gain 
that same clear, unflinching knowledge of 
plain facts that the people, as a whole, hold, 
he will have performed a great service. 

Secretary Stimson acknowledged, without 
equivocation, that the fate of the world rests 
upon the outcome of the battle of the Atlantic. 
If the bombers and fighter planes, the tanks 
and guns and munitions and food which the 
United States is now producing for the sole 
purpose of so strengthening British war ca- 
pacity that the defeat of Hitler is assured, 
cannot cross the Atlantic ocean to reach Brit- 
ain this country might as well quit and sur- 
render to Hitler before it has begun to make 
its unlimited strength felt in the conflict. 

No one knows, exactly, what proportion of 
- the ships that carry American war material to 
Britain are sunk by German U-Boats, surface 
raiders or bombers. But it is the height of in- 
consistency to keep on sending these tre- 


é ‘mendously important shipments away from 


American ports if the destination of a fair 
proportion is to be the bottom of the ocean. 

Secretary Stimson came out, boldly, for im- 
mediate use of the American Navy to safe- 
guard these shipments, to keep open the ocean 
lanes between America and Britain and, thus, 
to determine the outcome of the battle of the 
Atlantic for our side. 

The soundness of his argument cannot be 
refuted. It means, in all probability, war. But 
what of it? We are, to all intents and pur- 
poses, already at war. Germany, whenever she 
sends her sea wolves into the waters of Green- 
land, over to this side of the Atlantic, is waging 
war against us. : 

Is a nation at peace merely because it is 
supinely submitting to the attack of a relent- 
less enemy and is not fighting back in its own 
defense?

Let’s Keep It Down 

Georgia has a lower per capita debt, through 
state and local government, than all other 
states save two. Only Kentucky and Wisconsin 
bear less government debt, in ratio to popula- 
tion, than this state. Georgia’s combined state 
and local debt is only $48.39 per capita. 

There is no question but that federal taxes 
are going to. be raised to a point unprecedented 
in American history To meet the tremendous 
costs of the defense and war effort this country 
is now putting forth it will be necessary to 
multiply the amount each individual con- 
tributes to the federal tax collectors. This will 
come in the form -of higher income taxes, 
heavier taxes on so-called luxuries, heavier 
excise taxes, etc. 

And, while the defense costs are high today, 
it is already plain they will be far higher by 
next year. 

With this bill facing the nation, that state 
is fortunate whose people are not burdened 
with too-heavy taxes for local and state gov- 
ernmental costs. Georgia, with so low a per 
capita debt, is in enviably position. It will be 
easier for Georgians to meet their proper share 
of the defense costs, through federal taxation, 
when they are not carrying the additional bur- 
den of interest and amortization costs for 
heavy state and local debts. 

It is to be most sincerely hoped that local 
and state governments in this state at least, 
will refrain from adding any further debt to 
the taxpayers at this time and, instead, will 
do everything within their power to reduce 
expenses and safeguard the taxpayers’ money. 
It will be a big contribution, if they do, not only 
to the national defense effort but to. the well- 
being of the people of this state, as well. 

Fortunately both the state of Georgia and 
the city of Atlanta have, at this time, execu- 
tives at the head of their governments who 
are notable for their programs of public econ- 
omy. Both Governor Talmadge and Mayor 
LeCraw are doing their utmost to keep down 
the costs of governmental service and to elimi- 
nate all unnecessary expense, either for im- 
mediate operation or for capital outlay looking 
to the future.

1,125,337 Pigs 
According to the Bureau of the Census at 
Washington, there were 1,125,337 pigs which 


lived and had their being in Georgia during 
the year of 1940. 

This places Georgia eighth in the pig- 
raising states of the nation. There are 11 
states which go in heavily for porcine popu- 
lation and, of the 11, Tennessee, Nebraska and 
Kentucky boast fewer residential porkers than 
does this state. 

Pork production is one of the many crops 
which Georgia has, and is, developing in the 
new methods of farm diversification. Crops 
which are profitably raised on Georgia farms 
of today are too numerous for listing here. But, 
among them all, there are few which contain 
greater potentialities for cash returns than the 
pork crop. 

Pigs may be raised at little expense. In On- 
tario, in the great cheese-producing areas, it 
used to be said that the whey from the milk of 
one good cow was sufficient to raise four pigs, 
when combined with a little pasturage and the 
“slops” from the farm kitchen. All that was 
then needed was a grain ration for the final 
month, to firm the flesh before killing time. 

Pork production means independence to the 
farm. And, if enough pigs are raised to pro- 
vide a surplus for sale after the home require- 
ments are met, it means a substantial addi- 
tion to the cash income. 

It is safe to predict that, as the younger 


farm generation grows to maturity, with its 


educated enthusiasm for intelligent farming, 


there will be many more than 1,125,337 pigs 
living in Georgia in the years to come,

FIRES AND DEFENSE. 
(From The Albany Herald.) 

Albany’s fire prevention record, which for 
many years has attracted much attention through- 
out the country, can now be considered of even 
more significance in view of a recent report 
showing a big rise in fire losses in other cities. 

Fire losses in the United States during March 
have been estimated by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters at $31,470,000, an increase of 
21 per cent over the estimated losses of $26,- 
102,000 for February, and an increase of 6 per 


‘cent over the estimated figures for March, 1940. 


The estimated March fire losses brought the 
total for the first quarter of the year to $84,043,- 
000, it was pointed out by W. E. Mallalieu, direc- 
tor of activities with which the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters is this year observing the 
75th anniversary of its founding. 

“These fire losses amounting to $84,000,000 in 
only three months,” Mr. Mallalieu said, “equal 
the delivered price of approximately 336 Con- 
solidated B-24, 4-engine, long-range, heavy pa- 
trol bombers which are being built for the United 


States Army.” 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


WHAT CAN WE DO? WASHINGTON, May 7.—It is clearly 
time for a report on just what this 

country is physically able to do about the war. Much loose talk, 
both overgloomy and overcheerful, is going the rounds. The mo- 
ment of American decision is appallingly close at hand, unless the 
war is simply to be lost by default. Where does the real truth lie? 
A careful check made at the War and Navy Departments and 
among men now working regularly at the White House reveals 
that the truth lies, as usual, about halfway between the extremes 
of contrary rumor. American preparation has not yet reached the 


stage at which an expeditionary force of any size can safely be 


sent out of this country, even to North Africa. That must wait, if 

it is to be done at all. But American preparation: has already 

reached, and passed, the stage at which active American interven- 

ow would probably fundamentally alter the present course of 
e war. 


FOUR STEPS The main things that can be done are four in 
number. First, and by far the most impor- 
tant, is meeting the German threat in the Atlantic. As has been 
noted before in this space, a small, informal British-American joint 
committee, composed chiefly of distinguished naval and air officers, 
quietly worked out a complete system of shipping protection during 
the winter. The job was finished a good many weeks ago, and 
the chief British officers who sat on the committee have already 
returned to London. American naval authorities have also visited 
Britain to perfect details and see to the adequacy of proposed bases, 
The exact nature of the proposed system is naturally secret. 
But in broad outline it is understood to call on this country to 
clear a safe sealane, by naval and air action, from Halifax to 
Greenland to Iceland to north Scotland, leaving to the British navy 
the onerous tasks of coastal convoying and protection of shipping 
elsewhere on the world’s oceans. About three weeks ago the 
President was so nearly determined to initiate the system that he 
put out feelers to learn what support he would receive among his 
own. followers and in the Republican opposition. The replies to 
these feelers were extremely satisfactory, yet he drew back prob- 
ably from a mixture of personal indecision and fear of public 
opinion. 

_ Second, although it is impossible to gather and equip a con- 
tinental expeditionary force as yet, the Army and Navy are quite 
adequately prepared to occupy and defend the Atlantic islands. The 
Azores and the Cape Verdes are of great importance in the battle 
of the Atlantic. Possession of them will be a crucial advantage to 
this country should Britain fall’ for want of American support. 
Large detachments of German “tourists” and the like are already 
at work in the Atlantic islands. Intelligence reports show shopping 
being gathered by the Germans for a raid on them. Forestalling 


‘Such a raid would be both easy and highly profitable. 


Third, the two.moves described above imply American accept- 
ance of full war partnership with Britain. Although they might 
not entail a declaration of formal belligerence, they would have the 
effect of one, on Britain, where the morale of the people needs a 
tonic; on Germany, where every intelligence officer agrees Ameri- 
can intervention would be greeted as an irretrievable disaster; and, 
finally, In the still neutral nations. This last effect is especially 
deserving of consideration. 

Bucking up Spain, Portugal, the French in North Africa and the 
Turks may seem a bet on a long-shot. Nevertheless, it is a bet 
good enough to be made, in the opinion of many authorities, in 
such desperate times as these. 

_ Fourth, American acceptance of full war partnership with Britain 
will also imply an all-out American effort. This will have several 
good results. Primarily, more war materials will go to Britain 
than are going now. The War Department, for example, has de- 
cided that so long as Britain is still in the ring, three-quarters of 
our output may reasonbly be sent abroad. Not so much as this is 
going now. Then, in addition, the “business as usual, this is not 
an emergency” psychology will disappear, both in the government 
and among the people. And, when that goes, the production pro- 
gram will spurt forward magnificently. 


EXAMPLE OF TANKS A picture of our situation in little 
is presented by the status of tank 


production. On the one hand, quantity tank production will not 
begin until July, when Chrysler will start producing five medium 
tanks daily, Baldwin Locomotive three and American Locomotive 
three. Without tanks, a continental expeditionary force cannot be 
equipped... On the other hand, because no all-out effort is being 
made, nowhere near the full production is now scheduled. Chrysler’s 
output, for instance, is calculated on a one-shift basis, whereas 
Chrysler alone can turn out between 12 and 15 tanks daily, if all 
goes well, with mobilization of labor to permit three-shift operation. 

In aircraft, in small arms and in one or two other special fields, 
the program is more advanced. In certain essential products, such 
as big antiaircraft guns, the lag is even worse than it is in tank 
output. Fortunately, reports recently received show that British 
production has held up incredibly well, actually increasing slightly 
rather than dropping off, despite the worst the German bombers 
can do, 

Among the best American strategists, there is none who accepts 
the thesis of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh that the British are 
beaten already. On the contrary, there are few who doubt that, 
if America will accept full partnership with Britain, no opponent 
can stand up permanently against such a team. Such are the facts 


which must be taken into account in the great and terrible de- 
cision now likely to confront the people in a tragically short time.

MARCHING AS TO WAR Most disturbing aspect of our

__It may not be a pleasant fact to face, but those who would con- 
sider our position unemotionally must see that the administration

" war, and is adopting artificial stimulation in an effort to bring the 


people along to its position. 

The lack of enthusiasm for the war, on a large portion of our 
people, perhaps 40 per cent, easily is to be explained. We spent 
some 20 years selling ourselves a bill of goods which said that no 
war in Europe could be our war; that by no stretch of imagination 
could, or should we, become involved. 

All the while the giant bombers were being built. But they 
never figured in the’ bill of goods. We sold ourselves, thoroughly 
on the fact we were not going to get into one of Europe’s brawls. 
This was based, of course, on the belief that England would hold 
a dominant position by controlling the balance of power in Europe. 
We never envisioned an England on the run, 

It is more than a little difficult to dig up those roots and to 
resell the people on war. This is explained the more readily by 
virtue of the fact we did a very excellent job of selling the people 
on the fact we simply would aid England, not get into the war. 
That, now, must be unsold before the people will be ready for an 


all-out war. There is no mystery at all as to why this country not. 


yet is enthusiastic for war. 


SECOND PHASE The war, from one viewpoint, may be said 
to be divided into three rounds. 

Hitler has won the first one. He is in control of Europe. All 
Europe and part of Asia is an arsenal for the Axis. The second 
round may or may not be fought. It has to do with the invasion 
of England. 

This, conceivably, may be skipped. It may come down to the 
third round, a long sea fight, for control of the Atlantic, with all 
efforts by the Germans concentrated on starving out the British. 

Entry of the United States into the war is something Germany 
does not want. The moral effect would be bad on at least half 
the German people. All those whose memories go back to the first 
World War will recall that the entry of the United States meant 
slow, painful, hungry defeat. Just what effect it will have on 
Hitler’s bully-boys remains to be seen. Not much, in all prob- 
ability. They believe what they are told. 

Hitler will not want our entry into the war because of our tre- 
mendous industrial genius. He must know that at best he can 
obtain a long-drawn-out war in which he eventually must lose. 
That is why he has swallowed his pride and taken some of the 
slaps from this country.

Newspapers Tell How 
Wonderful He Is 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. ; 


Before this year is ended, you are likely to hear much angry ~ 


debate concerning freedom of speech and freedom of the press. 

Sly enemy agents and loyal Americans with an over-size spirit 
of independence will insist upon their sacred right to say what 
they please, under all circumstances, even if it injures our country. 

And bureau chiefs and miscellaneous officials will demand some 
form of temporary censorship, some surrender of rights for the 
common good, since those who speak freely cannot be trusted 
always to be discreet. 

These officials would prevent publication of news that might 
be of service to enemies, though Nazi agents with the status of 
protected officials are permitted to roam the country and dis- 
cover the facts for themselves. 


They would also prevent criticism of official acts or disclosure 


of official blunders, on the ground that such hurtful publicity tends 
to destroy public confidence and thus weaken the nation’s morale. 

Now, that has a reasonable sound, but in some instances it is 
rather ingenuous and unintentionally misleading. | 

Officials are human and possessed of human vanity. Printed 
criticism shames or enrages them, as it does other people, and 
exposures of their blunders humiliates them before the world. No 
wonder they wish to make an end of it. 

But nine times in 10 their basic motive is not a desire to 
protect the country, but to protect their own pride and dignity. 

You can’t blame them for being human, but what do you say 
of their idea? Which is safer, a hush-hush policy or free speech? 

Well, you will remember that the Navy built 30 destroyers 
so top-heavy they were unsafe in heavy seas, and, nothing was 
done about it until the story appeared in print. Then their keels 
were given enough lead to make them seaworthy—but heavier and 
slower. What would have happened if nothing had been said, 
and they had gone into battle as they were built? 

Officials and experts are human and fallible, yet the safety 
of all of us depends upon their work. Without a free press to 
expose their errors, we would have no protection against blunder- 
ing incompetence. 

Now, as always, men love darkness rather than light for only 
one reason. When that darkness hides official acts, the safeguard 
of freedom is gone,

For England 


U..S. Relief To Receive 
Some of Record Lot 
of Pork, Fruit. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(P)— 
The Agriculture Department today 
purchased 24,625,055 pounds of 
lard and 41,379,796 pounds of pork 
meat products for disposal under 
its British-aid and domestic re- 
lief programs. 

The department did not report 
prices paid for these _ products. 
This was the largest quantity of 
lard and pork products bought by 


the lend-lease program under 
which food supplies as well as war 


materials are being made available 


to the British. 


ard also announced the formation 
of a joint Anglo-American com- 
mittee to expedite purchase and 
shipment of food to Great Britain. 
Wickard said the committee 
would “consider how the food re- 
sources of the United States can 
best be used to aid the United 
Kingdom and the British empire 
and allies in maintaining their war 
effort.” In addition it will speed 
up all phases of the lend-lease 
shipment of food to the British 
Isles, estimated to amount to be- 
‘tween $305,000,000 and $500,000,- 
1000, by July, 1943. 
| Other purchases, made for the 
'same programs, included 16,860 
‘bushels of apples, 3,696 boxes of 
oranges, 74 tons of grapefruit and 
38 tons of carrots.

THEY'RE AT WAR NEXT DOOR: 


Stubborn Ace of First World Conflict 
Directs Canada’s Air Training Plan. 


(This is the fifteenth in a 
grophic series, “They’re at War 
Next Door,’ by George Lyon, 
who spent a month in Canada 
making an exhaustive study of 
the war fy He talked with 
all kinds of people, in all walks 
of life. He rode with “tankers” 
at Camp Borden, studied all 
phases of the air training plan, 
questioned convoy heroes. To- 
day he tells about Canada’s air 
training plan in action.)

Air Commodore Brookes bagged 


plenty of German planes in the| 


last war; also he got his legs full 
of lead. When this war started he 
was middle-aged, his hair was 
graying and naturally his legs 
were none too good. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
said it was sorry but it didn’t see 
just how it could use this hero of 
an earlier day.

‘ing and gunnery school and fin- 
‘ish with four weeks at an air nav- 
ligation school. Gunners move on 
to an 18-week course at a wire- 
less school and conclude training 
with four weeks at a bombing and 
gunnery school. All three classes 
of airmen then go into a pool to 
be called upon for service overseas 
with the RAF. Word has come 
back from England that the Ca- 
‘nadians already sent across have 
'gone into combat after only four 
hours’ additional training with the 
‘British forces.

The Malton school is tough and 
if a flyer comes through the course 
here, there’s not much chance of 
his failing later on.

The course, which lasts 72 days, 
also includes aerobatics, formation 
flying and “blind” flying.
